Prepared by the prison commission- 
érs, a draftoof rulés, modified’ in the 
case of persons undergoing preventive 
detention, was issued recently by the 
“pay Secretary, Mr. Winston Church. 

i 


In the course of his introductory 
rematks Mr. Churchill points out that 
discipline must be firmly maintained, | 
and hard work enforeed for those sub- 
ject to the new treatment. Neglect 
or relaxation would lead to escape or | 
mutiny or viée. 

Only .the professional criminal is 
aimed at in the new form of punish- 
ment, which is restricted to those al- | 
ready found deserving of three years’ 
penal servitude. 

“It has proved a mattor of much 
difficu:ty,”” comments the Home See- 
retary, “‘to secure uniform action 
among 180 different polite authorities 
throughout the country,” and he pro- 
poses therefore to issue further in- 
structions to the police to guide them 
in the selection of cases for presenta- 
tion to the Director of Public Prose- 
cutions. , 

In addition to the qualifications ex- 
pressly required in the Prevention of 
Crimes Act, the criminal whose case 
is submitted must be (a) over thirty 
years old; (b) have already under. 
gone a term ‘of penal servitude; and | 
(c) be charge anew with a substan. | 
tie! serious offence. 

Under the draft rules the career of 
Mr. William bikes, the professional 
criminal, adjudged worthy of preven- 
tivé detention, will be something like 
that of a schoolboy. 

He will start by being placed in one 
of three grades into which he and his 
fellows are divided—viz., ordinary, 
special and disciplinary. Six months | 
iater, if he has been a zealous and 
industrious worker, he will be award 
ed a certificate of industry and good 
conduct. 

Together with this certificate Sikes | 
will receive a good conduct stripe, 
which entitles him either to certain | 
privileges or to a small money pay- | 
ment. 5 

If he continues to behave well he 
will at the end of eighteen months 
have received three certificates, which 
will render him eligible to have a lit- 
tle garden of his own. 

“At certain prescribed times he will 
be allowed to cultivate his garden al- 
lotment, and, if possible, the produce 
thereof will be purchased for use in 
the prison at market rates, the pro- 
ceeds being credited to him. 

If he continues to’ be good and work 
well he will, after receiving four certi- | 
fieates, be entitled to promotion to the 
special grade and become a veritable 
aristocrat among prisoners. 

But if he departs from the path of 
industry his lot will be a harder one 
Any misconduct or any exercise of bud | 
intiuence on others will lead him | 
into the disciplinary grade, and in | 
this he will not be associated With } 
others, except at labor. 

While he is in the ordinary or spe- | 
cial grades, however, he will not only 
be employed in a useful trade, but | 
wiil be atlowed to earn gratuity by | 
his work. . | 

He may either spend a portion of | 
this gratuity by purchasing such ad- | 
ditions as he fancies' to his daily | 
menu, or may send it to his family 
or allow it to accumulate against the 
time whem he is once again tighting 
his own way in life. ~ 

Should he fall ill, genuine’y ill, his | 
gratuity will continue proportionate | 
to his average earnings when he is 
in health, - 

So long as he avoids the disciplin- 
ary grade, he wiil be permitted to be 
a customer at the prison canteen, a 
new institution. Here wil! be sold 
articles of food and other small uarti- 
cles at costs which will be charged 
against the amount of his gratuity. 

After gaining hig second certificate 

e has been allowed to associate with 
his companions in the evenings us 
well as at meal times, but now that 
he has reach... the special grade he 
shares his meals with those who have 
been as well conducted as himself. 

Not only this, but in the evenings 
he “shall be allowed such additional 
relaxations of a literary and _ social 
character as maybe prescribed from 
time to time.” 

Ee will be permitted, too, tu write | 


visit from a friend at fixed intervals. | 

Throughout his life wathinm prison | 
walls he will have been periodically | 
visited vy the prison chapiain, who 
is charged with the duty cf promot- 
ing the reformation of those under his 
spiritual charge. 

Divine service will be held weekly 
in the prison, and there will be, in 
mission services, lec- 
tures and addresses on religious, mo- | 
ral and secular subjects as*may be | 
arranged. J

Its present 
value would be hard to determine, as 


no .copy*has recently come up. tor 
sale, but the price steadily advances. 
In 1884 «a copy in London brought 
$19,500, in 1 the Ashburnham copy 
on vellum sold for $20,000. The late 
Robert Hoe estimated that it would 
not be long before the price of one of 
these rare copies would come to $50,- 
000. 


Afier the Gutenberg Bible, Robt. H. 
Dodd, who is an authority on rare 
books, places the Psalter, dated 1457, 
which is the first book printed with 
a date. It has been said that this 
book, if offered for sale would bring 
over $50,000. 

A copy of the same Psalter, dated 
1459 was bought by Quaritch in Lon- 
don for something like $12.500. This 
book passed into the possession of 
Theodore Irving, of Oswego, N. Y., 
and later, wit!. his library; into‘ the 
possession of J. P. Morgan.
